Governor Deneen, whose su bject 
was “ Illinois," made a su rprisingly 
interesting talk ou t of his topic. 
He 
told his hearers many things abou t 
Illinois that they ou ght to k now, bu t 
did not, and when he had completed 
his speech Illinois m eant more* to the 
assemblage of men than it ever had 
before. 
He made them realize more 
of the tru e worth of the state, her 
gloriou s history, her brilliant fu tu re, 
and her importance to the nation and 
the world. 
The former governor is well qu ali­ 
fied to talk u pon the su bject of "Illi­ 
nois" for his people came to this 
state 106 years ago, six years before 
the state was admitted to the Union 
as a state. 
His great grandfather 
and great grandm other are bu ried in 
a little chu rch yard in sou thern Illi­ 
nois. 
His grandfather was a Metho­ 
dist circu it riding preacher in sou th­ 
e rn Illinois in the pioneer days. 
Governor 
Deneen told how 
Illi­ 
nois, with her combination of agri­ 
cu ltu ral, mining, Indu strial and com ­ 
mercial interests, her great popu la­ 
tion and great w'ealth, is the pivot 
arou nd which swings the commerce 
of the nation. 
He told of the history of the tribes 
and people who have lived in Illinois, 
from the ancient Mou nd Bu ilders of 
whom practically nothing is k nown, 
to the present day, inclu ding the In­ 
dians, the French and the British, 
who ru led over the vast territory of 
Illinois at variou s times, bu t of whom 
nothing bu t names remain to toll of 
their occu pation. 
He spok e of the 
broad and liberal laws tha t the peo­ 
ple of Illinois have enjoyed since the 
atate was admitted to the Union 100 
years ago. 
Of the splendid edu ca­ 
tional system, the generou s charities 
and the hu m anitaria n laws enjoyed 
by the people of the state. 
One of the many interesting bits of 
information brou ght ou t by ex-Gov. 
Deneen was tjie fact that when Na­ 
thaniel Pope was sent as a delegate 
to Washington from Illinois, withou t 
instru ctions, to ask for admittance to 
the Union for this state, he ask ed 
tha t the northern bou ndary of Illi­ 
nois, which then was on a line with 
the extreme sou thern tip of Lak e 
Michigan, be moved 61 miles fu rther 
north, to give the state an ou tlet 
on the Great Lak es. 
This requ est of 
Mr. Pope’s was granted, and it has 
proved to have had far reaching in- 
fiu ences for good to the state, 
the 
nation and the world, for it bou nd 
Illinois to the east and north, rathe r 
tha n the sou th, and saved this great 
k eystone state for the Union in the 
bitter stru ggle of the Civil War. The 
spe ak er said that it was the men of 
the eleven cou nties of northern Illi­ 
nois, thu s gained by Mr. Pope for 
this state, and of which Lee Cou nty 
is one, who brou ght abou t the elec­ 
tion of the immortal Lincoln to the 
presidency and gave him the power 
t o serve the nation in its time 
of 
greatest need, and 
to 
he m e the 
m ost prominent citizen of all 
the 
jworld. 
In a most inspired and beau tifu l 
trib u te to the Martyred President, 
the speak er said that while Lincoln 
does not now belong to Illinois, nor 
even to the nation, bu t to the world,

The horse power of 
a n ordinary railroad locoomtlvo is from 
COO to 1,000. 
Stationary engines and 
steamboat engines of the largest size 
o ften run from 5,000 to 20,000 horse 
po wer. The power of a n average horse 
Is about three-quarters of a horse pow­ 
er, and that of an ordinary man about 
one-seventh of a horse power. 
The 
po wer of dynamos and electric motors 
la almost always ex pressed in k ilo­ 
watts, a k ilowatt representing 1,000 
Watts, and In modern practice even 
•team engines are being Increasingly 
rated in k ilowatts rather than in horse 
power, a horse power being equivalent 
to 74H watts, or three-quarters of 
a 
k ilowatt.
